been no cabinet meetings since 1938, I have no longer been invited to 
any neetinzs of Ministers. I live in the country, and in complete 
rotirenent.e. For several months, I have even been expressly forbidden to 
listen to foreign broadcasts, so that my entire knowledge of the nilitary, 
economic and political situation cones from no other source than thet 
available to any other thinking Gernan,whose number; however, should not 
be underestinated, even in the so-called rank and file, Since I an not 
a Lonbor of the Reich Defense Council, I an under no obligation to parti- 
cipate in the compilation of this draft, Although I an absolutely free 
of any responsibility, my conscience and the wish not to be guilty of 
any negligence are driving ne to write these lines, 

May I say in ajvence that I have always maintained before responsible 
authorities that we were not sufficiently prepared economically for a

Matter of armaments, and in order, if possible, to prevent America becoming 
involved in the war more deeply. Tho Minister of Foreign Affairs refused 
this offer, which the Fuehverviewed sympathetically. # further 
suggestion which I nade to the Fuekrer in the fall of 1941, the highpoint 
of our successes, was without effect, 

It nay be militarily necessary to conscript the 16-year-—olds, but it 
will be a heavy burden on the fightine morale of the Gernan people,

1. The original promise of a short war has not been fulfilled. 

ee The pronised quick victory over England by the Air Force iid not 
Materlalize. 

5. The public statement that Gernany would remain free of eneny 
air raids has not been fulfilled, | 

4, The repeated enncuncenen:;s that the Russian resistance was 
definitely broken have been proved to be untrue. 

5. Allied supplies of arns to Russia and the manpower reserves of 


Russia have, on the contrary, been sufficient to bring continuous heavy 


counter-ettacks azainst our Eastern front. 
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6, The original victorious advance into Egypt has been halted after 
repeated attempts. 

7, The landing of tho Allies in North and West Africa, declared 
impossible, has nevertheless been accomplished, 

8. Tho extronely large anount of shipping space which was required 
for this landing has shown that our U-boats, in spite of their ereat 
successes, did not suffice to prevent this movement. 

In addition, any person of German extraction can see the reductions 
in the civilian supplies, in the traffic, in armaments, and in the 
availability of manpower. The conscription of the 15-yeer-olis will 
increase the doubts concerning the termination of this war.
